ROK OFFICIALS COMMENT ON DPRK EXPORT OF COAL TO ROK 
Tokyo THE TONG-IL ILBO in Japanese 9 Oct 79 p 1 


{Text} On & October the [South Korean] Ministry of Fereign Affairs and the 
Ministry of Energy and Resources denied as unfounded a iAINICHI SHIMBUN 
report on the same day that the Republic of Korea (ROK) is importing coal 
from the Democratic People's Republic of Korea (DPRK) through a British 


trading company as an intermediary. 


On the same day, No Chae-won, director of the International Commercial 
Affairs Bureau of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs began his statement by 
saying, "At this point in time when there are still many problems in import- 
ing coal from China and when the import is not being promoted, I feel it is 
premature timewise to talk about; importing DPRK coal,” and added, “we do not 
have the ability to investigate how factual it might be.” 


While stating “Should a British trading company export to our country coal 
imported from the ‘North’ as coal from another country, we could not confirm 
it definitely,” No made it clear that "as the government which has proposed 
North-South trade for a long time, we are prepared to welcome and agree to 
respond positively if an atmosphere is created where there can be transactions 
with the 'North,' not only in coal but in any commodity.” 


Likewise, concerning the question of North-South trade, the Ministry of Energy 
and Resources stated: "We will examine this carefully from the standpoint of 
the spirit of the president's 23 June proclamation on peace, unity and foreign 
policy,” and explained its position of groping for a trade plan. 


On 23 June 1978, President Pak Chong-hui made a proposition concerning eco- 
nomic exchange between the North and the South, but it has not been realized 
because there has been no reaction from the “North” to this proposition. 


The question of North-South exchange was proposed first by the “North” rather 
than the ROK, and has been proposed on many occasions since the beginning of 
the 1960's until 1972 when North-South dialog began in earnest. 


After the "23 June proclamation on peace, wity and foreign policy” was an- 
nounced, the ROK opened its doors te th- “worth” of course, and to socialist 














countries with which they have no diplomatic relations, called for all 
possible exchange and positively promoted it. Recently, the ROK has gone 
so far as to establish a joint company based in Finland in order to promote 
trade with the East Eur~pean bloc. 


it is said that after President Pak proposed North-South economic exchange, 
definite study has been undertaken to prepare for the start of economic 
exchange, such as what commodities can the ROK import from the DPRK, and 
conversely, what commodities can it export to the DPRK. 


Economic exchange between the North and the South is possible without the 
intermediation of a third country if the "North" so decides; and the reaction 
of the “North” concerning this comment by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
will be watched.

PROFILE OF PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE CH'OE KYU'HA

Ambition" ] 


[Text] "I really recognize my lack of power. I lack the strength to do what 
I say I am going to do, and when I insist on my powerlessness, I am power- 
less not to do it. I merely do my best and pray that I may handle the 
situation well." 


Immediately after the 26 October incident, when presidential candidate 
Ch'oe Kyu-ha was acting president, he indicated in these words that he was 
a person without ambition, just as if he were bearing his heart to those 
closest to him. 


Not only did he not consider himself to be a public official, he did not 

even think of himself as a politician. His standard action by which he led 
the cabinet as an honest admin: strator for the past 4 years was his moderate 
conciliatory spirit, and his goal was national security and stability of life. 
His moderate, conciliatory spirit of settling everything by pure veason 

was refined in his scholastic family tradition renowned for Confucianist 
scholarship. 


Presidential candidate Ch'oe was born on 16 July 1919, the year in which 

the cheer "“mansei, long life" of the March First Movement spread throughout 
every nook and cranny of the country like a prairie fire. He was born in 
Samgwang village (presently P'yongwon Dong), Okko-ri, Wonju Township, Kangwon 
Province, the eldest of eight children of Mr Ch'oe Ch'an-o (family origin: 
Kangnung). He received the heritage of a Chinese scholar from his grand- 
father, Ch'oe Chae-min, who was a Sinologist renowned for his doctorate from 
Songgyungwan University, specializing in the end of the Han Dynasty. He 

was soon able to appreciate the trends of advanced countries, having been 
influenced by his father, who was an elementary schoolteacher and town mayor, 
and by his sister, Ch'oe Kyong-ha, an enlightened woman 15 years his senior. 


During his boyhood, he was the youngest in his class at Wonju Elementary 
School, but he earned not only the confidence of his peers but also the 
affection of adults because of his composure and reticence--gained, perhaps, 
through his family unbringing. 
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He was always a straight A student and graduated first among the 46 members 
of the “bamboo class" to which he belonged. He displayed a marked talent 
for manual arts and composition. His “The Snake and the Turtle,” written 
in composition class, is a topic of conversation among his elementary 
schoolmates even today. His schoolmate Mr Won Haeng-sang (now principal 
of Wonju Elementary School) recalls that the composition depicting a snake 
crawling through the grass, encountering a weak turtle, and eating him up 
elicited the praise even o’ his teacher at that time, a Japanese by the 
name of Sujiya Kajuo, for '\:: sense of fighting the strong and helping 

the underdog--a clever portiayal of the sadness of a nation which was weak 
and suffering from the aggression of a strong country. 


His teacher, Mr Sujiya, made a strong impression on presidential candidate 
Ch'oe during his toyhood, second to that of his grandfather, father and 
eldest sister, who had been a newspaper reporter because Mr Sujiya, although 
Japanese, understood well the plight and poecttion of the Korean people during 
his primary schoolteaching period. 


Perhaps due to this influence, his dr: « at that time was to become a 
renowned teacher who taught the unle*t e:.d sd helped his country catch up 
with the advanced countries. 


During his schooling at Seoul First High School, presidential candidate Ch'oe 
was always composed and reticent, a model student and president of his class. 
His classmates say he did not join in the boisterous play of his friends, 
never fought or swore at others, but always seemed to have a history or 
philosophy book in his hand. 


He particularly excelled in languages, was always in the special level in 
English, was the favorite of his English teacher, Mr Takaoka, and as a result 
selected English Literature as his major at Tokyo Secondary Normal School. 
Foreigners were astonished at his fluency in English. The speeches he gave 
at the United Nations on four occasions during his term as minister of 
foreign affairs left a deep impression on the delegates of the various 
countries of the world. 


At the “Agape” Conference in Jakarta, he received a sudden request to give 
a speech, which was roundly applauded at its conclusion, while all he held 
in his hand was a blank sheet of paper. 


It is well known that he confessed afterward, "It was necessary that I give 
the impression of reading an already prepared speech, so I spoke with a blank 
piece of paper in my hand.” 


On his latest visit to Korea, Lee Kwan Yew, prime minister of Singapore and 
a Ph.D. from Oxford, was said to have expressed amazement at candidate 
Ch'oe's fluency in English. 


Today, however, he is probably noted more for his innate virtue than for 
such talent, and for his lack of ambition which belies any exercise of 
greed or power. 














His ambitionless spirit of public service has on occasion given rise to 
misunderctanding on the part of jealous officialdom that he is timid and 
given to endiess pursuit of excellence. Taking a closer look, however, one 
realizes that this judgment is because of his cautiousness in being so 
reserved and for siriving for perfection by first carefully examining every 
facet of each matter, no mstter how urgent it might be. One could see 

this side of him in hi:: composure during the emergency cabinet meeting held 
at the Ministry of National Defense immediately after the sssassination 

of President Pak Chong-hui, 2nd also for the cautious statement he made in 
his capacity of acting president of the cabinet to the 2ffect that he could 


not take on such a grave responsibility before the president's death was 
fully confirmed. 


When he was ambassador of Malaysia, it was not uncommon for him to open the 
diplomatic pouch three times to take out a repori to headquarters to change 
a single line in the message. 


In view of such caution, combined with his build of a six-footer, he has 
been nicknamed the “great bear" since childhood. 


Cautious and reticent, his patience and stamina in diplomatic activities 
zie widely known in diplomatic circles. 


As special adviser to the president, he visited Saudi Arabia as special 
emissary of the president as soon as the oil crisis occurred, and the 

fact that he finally reached an understanding with King Faysal was a triumph 
of his steadfastness in doggedly seizing hold of a point and not letting go. 


A special emissary of the president of Korea meant nothing to King Faysal. 
At first, King Faysal, with an expression of distaste as if brushing dust 
off his clothes, paid no heed to candidate Ch'oe, but he was eventually 
impressed with the erdor of candidate Ch'oe, who continued to pour forth 
whether he was being listened to or not. As a consequence, the Korean 
people were given the opportunity of overcoming the oil criris without any 
particular damage. 


At the time of the Conference on Military Assistance held with U.S. special 
envoy Vance in 1968, after the capture of the U.S. intelligence ship "Pueblo" 
off the east coast following the attack on the Blue House by North Korean 
guerrillas, the two representatives stayed up all night drinking numerous 
cups of coffee, and he was successful in obtaining wide-ranging measures 

from the United States to counter the heightened tension on the Korean 
Peninsula. 


His cautious and dogged temperament is apparent in the ordinary decision- 
making »rocess as well. He picks up not only procedural deficiencies but 
élso the mistakes of the staff by going over everything word by word. 


When he was minister of foreign affairs, he reprimanded a certain person, 
now an ambessador to Africa, so severely that the official fainted on the 
spot, causing a commotion when an ambulance was summoned.

He is so diligent in his work that he keeps a ballpoint pen and a piece of 
paper by his pillow, writes a memo whenever he gets an idea, immediately 
telephones the appropriate staff member, no matter how high or low the official 
might be, and issues instructions to be carried out. 


He is not very popular with newspaper reporters because, particularly in public 
affairs, where there might be some harm to the start he does his utmost to 
maintain security from start to finish. 


It would be difficult to maintain such ardor and conviction without physical 
stamina. 


He is gigantic in outward appearance, and his health is considered tops among 
those in the present cabinet, probably because he was trained during his 
schooldays in horseback riding, tennis and swimming. 


Being cautious and thoroughgoing in public service ne is equally adamant 

in maintaining integrity and purity in private life. When he was teaching 
at Seoul Teachers College right after the liberation, he traveled by bicycle 
from his home in Hoegi Dong to the school in Ulchiro 5th Street just to save 
the trolley fare. He never employed a housemaid during the period he was 
minister of foreign affairs and then premier, and his meals dry and night 
consisted of radish leaves and beanpaste soup, kimchi and legumes. 


They say that such a spartan taste was shared by his wife, Madame Hong Ki 
(hometown--Ch'ungju; family origin--Namyang), whom he married while attending 
the First Secondary School. No matter how uncomfortable she might feel, she 
still continues to wash and iron candidate Ch'oe's shirts and socks herself, 
allowing no one else to touch them. 


Saying that "a diplomat should live on the level o* the citizenry,” he never 
played golf as a diplomat, despite his physique, and when his eldest son 
graduated from Malaysia College at the head of his class and then graduated 
from Oxford University on a full scholarship, he called him back saying, "A 
young Korean should put in his military service.” 


His only daughter, who has just married and left home, rode the bus to school 
despite the fact she was the premier's daughter, and even though he is the 
eldest of eight children, candidate Ch'oe separates his public from his 
private life by coldly refusing requests concerning the businesses of his 
Lrothers such as restaurants, stationery stores, automobile parts sales, etc. 
The integrity of his character is apparent from his daily life, for when 

he names of those implicated in the Pak Tong-son scandals appeared in the 
newspapers throughout the whole country his name never appeared even once, 
nor, upon learning of his being appointed premier, did any of his wife's 
relatives come running to his house with congratulatory gifts, not even so 
much as a chicken or an egg or a jar of honey. His public and private life 
are strict, but he always has a warm smile and greets others warmly. 


Remembering the birthday of his executive secretary who had been with him 
for over 10 years, premier notwithstanding, he called his daughter-in-law 
before him, bought a bunch of bananas, and took them to the secretary's 
house to tender his congratulations. 
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On Sundays, when others rested, he always went on local visits to the environs 
of Seoul, Kyonggi Province, or Kangwon Province, met with the workers on the 
factory floors or ricepaddy edges, passed out cigarettez, and had chats with 
them. On these occasions he met with them with the warmth of a rural town 
mayor. 


True to his maxim, “self-sacrifice in the face of adversity," he places the 
public good ahead of private gain. If one were to search for a specific 
fault in him it might be his excessive caution in “tapping every stone 
along the pathway.” 


His family comprises his wife, Madame Hong Ki, noted for her sewing and 
musical tale:t, his son Min-hong, (an employee of the Taehan Trade Promotion 
Company), his son Chong-ch'ol, (Foreign Exchange Bank employee) and a married 
daughter, Chong-hye. Inasmuch as his second son, Chong-ch'ol, and family 

are in the United States for study, his eldest son's family lives with him 
and his wife in the official residence. Candidate Ch'oe takes particular 
enjoyment in playing with his 2-year-old grandson, whom his second son left 
in his care when he and his family went to the United States, and in eating 
the noodles his wife, a good cook, prepares for him.

"KCNA' CITES 9 DECEMBER DEMANDS BY S. KOREAN YOUTH GROUP

[Text] Pyongyang, 29 Jan (KCNA)--The South Korean “Council of Democratic 
Youth" on December 9 last year sent to the ruler an open letter carrying a 
demand for democrecy, according to a KNS report from Tokyo. 


The open letter said: Thousands of people gathered on November 24 and clear- 
ly expressed their thought defying the repressive emergency martial law. 

This proceeded from their deep faith that the evil political structure de- 
signed to destroy and oppress humanity and foster antagonism, jealousy and 
distrust among people must never be extended any longer. 


Viewed from the stand of the people, it said, the immediate abolition of the 
"Yusin system" means the restoration of constituticnal government. The 
letter continued: ‘ 


We make clear our stand on the following points: 


Firstly, a few words about the attitude of investigation into those involved 
in the November 24 incident. 


Not only the people involved in the November 24 incident but also those 
sentenced to actual penalties for their publishing a statement for the de- 
mocratisation of society and those subjected to investigation after being 
arrested on charges of "viol. tion of decrees" must be released at once. 


Secondly, the "emergency martial law" must be immediately repealed. 


A martial law rule will only make the people's life shrink at the preseat 
juncture when broad opinions of the people should be pooled for opening 
a new era. 


Thirdly, the political programme of the “revision of constitution" ard 
"general elections" and their orientation should be opened to the people 
concretely and clearly. 








The situation does not allow its delay in view of the earnest desire of the 
people for the early establishment of a democratic government. 


Accordingly, the rights of those related to them must be promptly restored, 
in disregard of the formal “legal” procedures. Not the slightest harm should 
be done to those who made devoted efforts to restore democracy. 


We call for utmost effort for the creation of the least conditions mentioned 
above so that a genuine concensus of the people might be achieved.

PRESS FREEDOM--Seoul, 28 Jan (HAPTONG)--The Association of Korean Journalists 
calls for an end to press censorship and demands that specific provisions 
guaranteeing the freedom of press be included in the country's new consti- 
tution which is being prepared. A meeting of leading mewbers of the associa- 
tion Saturday adopted a five-point resolution which also called on the go- 
vernment to scrap the press card system and other institutional curbs ham- 
pering free press activities. The meeting, held in Chunchon northeast of 
Seoul Saturday afternoon, was attended by heads of provincial chapters of 
the journalists association. In the resolution, the association said that 
its members have now felt more keenly than ever the necessity of carrying 
out their professional duties the way it should be. [Text] [SK280120

CHANGES IN LAWS--The New Democratic Party decided to amend or abolish some 
300 laws which the emergency cabinet council had passed from October 1972 

to March 1973 including those believed to hamper democratic development. 
During that period, the National Assembly was dissolved following the ini- 
tiation of the Yusin (revitalizing reforms) system in October, 1972. The 
NDP decision came in the second meeting of its special committee on demo- 
cratic reform of systemg, chaired by Rep Kim Un-ha at its headquarters 
yesterday. The committee also adopted a policy to revive party lawmaker- 
forwarded law bills that had been abandoned by the “the force of the major- 
ity party" during the eighth and ninth national assembly, if they were deemed 
necessary for the development of democracy. Meanwhile, a total of 72 persons 
including five former lawmakers applied for the chairmanships of five party 
district chapters now having no chairmen, showing a competition ratio of 
14.4:1. The party special committee working on strengthening party struc- 
ture will hold a meeting Monday to start the work of selecting chairmen 

of the five chapters. The five rural chapters are Kangnung-Myongju-Samchok 
in Kangwon-do, Sokcho-Injae-Kosong-Yangyang in Kangwon-do, Kunsan-Okku- 
Iri-Iksan, in Cholla-pukto, Kochang-puan in Cholla-pukto and Kimchon-

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CONSTITUTION REVISION--Chonju, 28 Jan (HAPTONG)}-Leader of the majority Demo- 
cratic Republican Party (DRP) Kim Chong-pil today voiced fear that a hastily 
revised constitution could create adverse effect. Kim said ways for peace- 
ful change of government power should be prepared as promised by President 
Choe Kyu-ha to ensure political development for democratization. The minor- 
ity New Democratic Party and dissident quarters have maintained that a new 
government should be launched as soon as possible after rewriting the cur- 
rent constitution. Kim, currently on a tour of DRP provincial chapters, 
addressing some 2,000 DRP members here, said the pursuit of a political prog- 
ress should not lead to state of “political over-hearing" that would under- 
mine social stability. Earlier today, he told a group of students that it 
was impossible to eliminate corruption through institutional means though 
efforts should be made to eradicate it. Chatting with the students who re- 
ceived scholarships from a foundation he established, Kim said such anti- 
corruption drives have failed to produce effective results in other coun- 
tries. He added those in the leading positions in the society should set

"KCNA' REPORTS ON COUNTRY'S ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES

[Text] Pyongyang January 24 (KCNA)--Economic instability and bankruptcy are 
now sweeping all fields of South Korea including export of goods and trade 
balance, industry and construction, commodity price and commerc:«. 


In the first half of last year the export of goods dropped 3.1 per cent in 
physical volume as against the same period of the previous year. The 
puppets reduced their original plan for export for the second half of the 
year by 9.4 per cent in physical volume and 4.9 per cent in monetary volume 
and launched “emergency operations," but failed to get rid of the stagnation. 


Contrary to this, the import of goods sharply increased. 
This resulted in seriously aggravating the trade balance. 


South Korea's trade deficit was estimated at 5,000 million dolls as of the 
end of last year. In the first nine months of last year its trace deficit 
reached 4,070 million dollars. 


The price fluctuation, repeated every year in South Korea, became all the 
more serious in recent years. 


The “price ceiling” set for the third time last year by the South Korean 
authorities at 24-25 per cent for wholesale prices and 21-22 per cent for 
retail prices, was surpassed as a result of the oil price hike in July last 
year. 


Last year the prices of 70 kinds of goods of daily use for the people jumped 
50-70 per cent as a whole. The prices of clothes went up 30-70 per cent and 
those of footwear 100-150 per cent. 


Industrial production decreased and production decline dominated all branches. 


South Korea's industrial production dropped every month last year. In July 
it was 12 per cent below that of March. 


To say nothing of the minor enterprises, such enterprises run by big money 
cliques as "Yulsan group," "Wonjin group” and “Hyondae Yanghaeng” went 
bankrupt or were faced with the financial difficulties. 
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The authorities announced that as a result, the number cf jobless workers 
increased by 110,000 in the first half of last year and it would grow again 
by 200,000 in the second half. 


The real wages and real income of the working people rapidly decreased owing 
to the continued aggravation of employment. 


As can be seen, the crises manifest in all economic fields of South Korea, 
interlinked and acting to each other, are leading the South Korean economy 
to a more catastrophic situation.

COMMERCE-INDUSTRY MINISTER OUTLINES PRIORITIES FOR 1980

[Text] Seoul, Jan. 23 (HAPTONG)--Commerce-Industry Minister Chong Chae-sok 
said today that his ministry will place its top policy emphasis this year 
on trade promotion, the upgrading of industrial structure, rationalization 
of production activities, the stepped-up support for small enterprises and 
stabilization of the livelihood of the people. 


Minister Chong reported this to President Choe Kyu-ha when the chief executive 
visited the ministry this morning on a leg of his new year inspection tour of 
government offices. 


The ministry will manage to maintain a sound order in export-imperrt business 
and continue to support production activities of ten major industries such 
as steel-making, electronics, nonferrous metal-working, petrochemicals, 
machinery, cement manufacturing, transport equipment manufacturing, textile 
manufacturing, shipbuilding and defense industry, the minister said. 


The ministry will launch an industrial rationalization drive, expand the 
government's financial funds to small enterprises and improve the marketing 
structure, he said. 


He said that the investment scale for heavy and chemical industry projects 
will be readjusted on the basis of the outcome of the on-the-spot surveys now 
being conducted by the government ministries concerned. 


The ministry will take relief measures such as the release of financial 
funds and the government's stockpiling programs for manufacturers of cement, 
automobiles, cotton yarn and chemical fiber yarn who are reportedly suffering 
from a growing glut of their products, the minister said. 


A special measure was put under study to help offset an additional financial 
burden of 400 billion won put on local enterprises in the wake of the 

Jan. 12 devaluation of the Korean won currency and bank interest hikes, he 
added. 


In the meantime, Finance Minister Kim Won-ki said Tuesday that his ministry 
will continue to implement the tight monetary policy this year in an effort 
to arrest inflation. 
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In a briefing session for President Choe who visited the Finance Ministry 
Tuesday afternoon on the second leg of his new year inspection tour of govern- 
ment offices, Minister Kim said that his ministry will curb the expansion 

rate of the basic money supply volume to 14.6 ver cent this year. 


The supply of domestic credits for this year will amount to 4,110 billion won, 
some 34.8 per cent more than last year, Minister Kim said. 


Efforts will be made to absorb idle money into savings and set this year's 
savings target at 4,200 billion won, up 12.9 per cent from the 1979 level, 
he said. 


The government will release 669 billion won in various financial funds to 
small enterprises this year, some 53 billion won more than last year, he said. 


The ministry was considering revising the value-added tax system to operate 
the present tax system more flexibly, he said. 


The ministry will push ahead with its plans to ‘urn over to private hands 
the management of local commercial banks, he added.

ENERGY MINISTER OUTLINES ENERGY-SAVING MEASURES FOR 1980 
SK240300 Seoul HAPTONG in English 0242 GMT 25 Jan 80 SK 


[Text] Seoul, Jan 24 (HAPTONG)--The Energy-Resources Ministry will push ahead 
with its energy-saving measures designed to cut the nations energy consumption 
by five per cent this year, ministry sources said today. 


Under the measures, 110 industrial establishments will be encouraged to 
jointly use heating facilities, and joint regional heating systems will be 
established in the residential areas accommodating more than 2,500 »ousing 
units in an effort to save 76.7 billion won in annual heating expenses, the 
sources said. 


With 220 billion won in the government's financial support, 806 huge energy- 
consuming enterprises will be encouraged to replace or improve their facilities 
for the improvement of thermal efficiency to save 140 billion won annually, 

the sources said. 


The ministry will also encourage the use of heat insulating materials in the 
construction of housing units, the sources said. 


To back up various energy-saving projects on a long-term basis, the ministry 
plans to create a 500 billion won fund for energy exploitation by 1991, the 
sources said. 


As a result of the successful implementation of energy-saving measures last 
year, meanwhile, the nation's energy consumption was cut by 5.2 per cent 
or 2.1 million tons in terms of petroleum during the year, the sources 
explained. 


The expansion rate of electricity consumption dipped from 20.1 per cent in 
the first quarter of 1979 to 10.5 per cent during the fourth quarter of last 
year, and the increase rate of oil consumption also fell from 16.2 per cent 
to 1l per cent, the sources said. 


At the same time, gasoline consumption by a passenger car dropped from 16.5 
liters in the first quarter of 1979 to 13.8 liters in the fourth quarter of 
the same year on an average [as received], the sources added.

1979 EXPORT FIGURES--Seoul, Jan. 23 (HAPTONG)--South Korea's merchandise 
exports last year reached 15,055 rcillicen dollars, according to final figures 
given by the Commerce-Industry Ministry today.

By major 
commodity group, the 1979 export total was made up of 6,062 million dollars 
worth of heavy and chemical industry products (40.2 per cent), 7,507 million 
dollars worth of light industry products (49.9 per cent), and 1,486 million 
dollars worth of farm-fishery products and others (9.9 per cent), the 
sources added.

The second instance was that of the arrangement by the "Glorious Party Cen- 
ter" in December 1974, after learning that young school children of (Kuman) 
school in [word indistinct] county carried their lunches to school and 
ate cold meals at lunch time, to have a dining room set up at the school so 
that the school children could have warm meals during the lunch break.

Center" to have a school set up in a small village located deep in the Paektu 
mountain ranges.

LT GEN KIM YONG-YON IS CHIEF OF CAP_TAL DEFENSE COMMAND 
Tokyo KITA CHOSEN KENKYU in Japanese No 66, Dec 79 pp 68-70 
[Text] Capital Security Command 


Radio Peking on 27 September reported the official title of Lt Gen Kim 
Yong-yon as commander of the Pyorgyang Defense Command. Lieutenant General 
Kim saw off the Chinese People's Liberation Army Friendship Delegation (led 
by Xiao Hua, a member of Chinese Communist Central Committee, a member of 
Central Committee's Military Affairs Commission, and first political commisar 
of the Lanzhou units) after ending the visit to North Korea. This was the 
first report that mentions Lt Gen Kim Yong-yon as commander of the Pyongyang 
Defense Command. 


The nature of the Pyongyang Defense Command has of course never been revealed. 
However, the fact that its commarder is a lieutenant general of the Korean 
People's Army [KPA], its size is possibly that of an army corps, and the unit 
commandzu by the Pyongyang Defense Command is believed to be the Pyongyang 
Area Army Corps as we previously reported. The official of the unit has never 
been published by North Korea. In 1973 the Chinese called the unit the Guard 
Command. Whatever it was called, the unit under Lt Gen Kim Yong-yon must be 
about the size of an army corps which defends Pyongyang. 


On this Army Corps, we have earlier reported that Lt Gen Kim Nam-kyong is its 
deputy commander (page 62, 48th edition); therefore, both comminder and his 
deputy are now known to us. Furthermore, according to our investigation. 

Lt Gen Kim Yong-yon appeared at official functions either as an individual or 
as a representative of an Army unit--the unit to which Kim Yong-yon belongs-- 
as shown in the following chart. . The Army unit designation is normally class- 
ified as top secret in North Korea; therefore, the commander's name appears 

in place of his unit. The fact that his name appears only within the Pyongyang 
area as shown on the chart, we vwonclude tiat the Unit to which Kim Yong-yon 
belongs must be the Pyongyang Area Army Corps. 


In 1977 and 1978, North Korean media used an expression, Army Unit Stationed 
in Pyongyang city. (Refer to page 60 of 52nd edition). The relationship 
between this unit and the Pyongyang City Defense Command is unclear. However, 
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its commander was reported in 1970 as Maj Gen Choe Un-hyok. 
of the commander of a unit stationed in Pyongyang was reported as major 

general, the unit commanded by him is believed to be the size of a division 
subordinate to Pyongyang Area Army Corps.

GENERAL CHO MYONG-NOK'S ROLE, BACKGROUND REPORTED 
Tokyo KITA CHOSEN MONDAI in Japanese No 31-32, 30 Nov 79 pp 32-35 
[Text] Changeover of Generations in the Military and Lt Gen Cho Myong-nok 


In North Korea a new generation is replacing the old, and North Korean 
People's Army is no exception. Out of three major military commanders’ posts, 
the most important change was seen in the post of army chief of staff. Gen 0 
Chin-u was replaced by Lt Gen 0 Kuk-yol (lieutenant general as of 29 October): 
the change meant a man who is about 20 years younger took over the army. 


The reassignment of Lt Gen O Kuk-yol from the post of commanding general of 
the Air Force will have certainly created the problem of [choosing] his suc- 
cessor, but Lt Gen Cho Myong-nok appeared to fill the post. In the case of 
Lieutenant General Cho, it could not be said that this was the changeover to 
younger generation since his predecessor was a relatively young man; neverthe- 
less, the fact that the young Lt Gen Cho Myong-nok came to take over one of 
the three military command posts is significant. 


From an Unknown to Commanding General 


Sudden emergence of Lieutenant General Cho was noticed on 18 May 1976 when 
the Egyptian military delegation visited North Korea. Almost nothing was 
reported about him until then. 


At the time of the Egyptian delegation's visit to North Korea, the leaders 
of the North Korean People's Army received the visitors and a meeting was 
held with O Chin-u, commander of People's Armed Forces, presiding. In the 
receiving line, there stood Gen O Chin-u; Chang Chong-hwan, deputy commander 
of the People's Armed Forces; Yi Tu-ch'an, president of Kim Il-song Military 
College; Lt Gen Cho Myong-nok; Pang Chol-kap, commander of the Navy; Kin 
Kwang-chin, artillery commander; and Hwang Chol-san, deputy chief of general 
staff. In the meeting presided by O Chin-u, Chang Chong-hwan, Cho Myong-nok 
and Pang Chol-kap attended. 


At that meeting, strangely O Kuk-yol, commander of the Air Force was not 
present. If he still held that post, it is unthinkable that he would be 
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absent from the meeting in which commanders of the Navy and Artillery were 
present. 


Another strange event took place in September 1975 when Lieutenant General 
O received the visiting Algerian military delegation (led by Bel Kacem 
Moussouni, commander of the Air Force); since then, he has never appeared 
at official functions. 


These events caused the speculation to rise that Lt Gen Cho Myong-nok might 
have replaced Lt Gen O Kuk-yol as commander of the Air Force. As further 
proof to the speculation, Lieutenant General Cho instead of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral O attended the meeting held with the visiting Hungarian military dele- 
gation on 15 September 1976. 


One may assume from above facts that Lieutenant General Cho was appointed 
to commander of the Air Force before May 1976.

PRC PRESSURE ON DPRK--On 13 December last year the United States asked the 
PRC to exercise pressure on the North Korean regime to have them refrain 
from taking any military action against South Korea and accordingly the

ALL SECTORS URGED TO PREPARE FOR PRODUCTION IN COMING YEAR 
pyongyang MINJU CHOSON in Korean 21 Nov 79 p 1 
[Editorial: “Let Us Spur On Production Preparations For Next Year"] 


[Text] Today our workers and functionaries, whose fierce struggle to 
gloriously complete this year's tasks is accelerating in each and every 
unit and all sectors of the people's economy, are faced with the important 
task of having to spur on preparations for production next year. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song has taught as follows: 


“Having at hand adequate reserves by unwaveringly completing production 
preparations beforehand, we can go into the new year and fully carry out 
plans from the first day and completely maximize production.” ("On Problems

Production preparations are an inevitible requirement of production organi- 
zation and an important guarantee for assuring a steady high rate of speed 
in production growth. 


Inasmuch as being fully prepared is a key element of success in all forms 
of enterprise, so too is unwaveringly carrying out production preparations 
an essential link in maximizing production. The overfulfillment of plans 
each month and each period this year, while eagerly stepping up production 
struggles from the start of the year in all sectors of the people's economy, 
also stemmed from the fact that an intense struggle was waged at the end 

of last year to get production preparations wrapped up beforehand. 


Next year is the third year of the second seven-year plan. In this year 

we must bring about a decisive advance in fulfillment of the new prospective 
plan. Next year, tremendously greater tasks must be taken on and gloriously 
carried out in every sector, and a high rate of speed in production growth 
maintained. 


These militant tasks can be fulfilled successfully only when we enter the 
new year's struggle with a solid base of production preparations at every 
factory, enterprise ~~" ccoperative farm. 
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When we go into the new year's struggles having thoroughly completed pro- 
duction preparations beforehand in all sectors of the people's economy, 
giving priority to technical preparations so as to thoroughly readjust and 
strengthen inadequate processes and production equipment, and in possession 
of sufficient raw materials, resources and spare parts stocks, we can carry 
out plans from the first day without faltering and maximize production at a 
high level. 


To launch a concentrated attack, with preparations well taken care of in 
advance, and achieve victory on the battlefield, is the revolutionary work 
spirit of the communist. Not much time remains now until the end of the 
year. In this short period of time, in each and every unit and all sectors 
of the people's economy the urgent struggle to fulfill this year's plan 
must be accelerated and, at the same time, work related to preparing for 
next year's production must be pushed forward in a planned and forceful 
manner. 


The most important task in preparing for next year's production is to re- 
adjust and strengthen existing machine equipment so as to maximize capabili- 
ties. 


Equipment is the weapon of production. Just as victory can be attained in 
battle with an enemy through proper maintenance of weapons, so over the 
course of a year can machine equipment which is well maintained and repaired 
be operated at maximum load for optimum periods of time, and production 
quotas filled without fail. Fundamental maintenance plans must be 
established for each piece of machinery and every production engineering 
process in all sectors of the people's economy, and qualitative maintenance 
and repair carried out on one after another on a sequential basis. 


Under progress-oriented conditions where repair operz*ions guarantee pro- 
duction, materials, spare parts, tools and implements used for repair must 
be stockpiled in advance in all factories and enterprises, and repair 
capabilities, including maintenance and repair sectors, must be fully 
mobilized so as to get the work done well within a short period of time. 


At the same time, the struggle to manufacture spare parts needed for each 
quarter must be stepped-up on a mass scale so as to stockpile adequate 
quantities of such parts by classification and sizes, and thus to have at 
hand numerous preparations which will make it possible to meet any unforeseen 
situation which may arise during the production process; the capabilities of 
existing machinery and production processes must be carefully analyzed, and 
any weaknesses or imbalances strengthened and technically revamped. 


The manufacture of sufficient resources, fuel and materials is an important 
task associated with preparing for production. 


Resources, fuel and materials are the indispensable, fundamental elements 


of production. Even the best modern equipment is of no use if the resources 
and materials used therein are not supplied on a timely basis. 
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Ministries and committees of the Administration Council, and factories and 
enterprises, should establish positive measures to give priority to, and 
guarantee, reserves of resources and materials. Functionaries and workers 
in the extractive industry sector should be deeply aware of the importance 
of the mission assigned to them of producing the nation's resources and 
fuel, and, positively spurring on production preparations in their own 
sectors, produce the necessary reserves of such resources and fuels as 
minerals and coal required by all sectors of the people's economy, in- 
cluding metallurgical, chemical, electric power and building materials 
industries. 


In all factories and enterprises inner reserves must be mobilized and the 
struggle to conserve accelerated, so that they may establish reserves of 
resources and materials on their own. 


Guaranteeing transportation is an important part of preparing for next 
year's production. 


In transportation sectors, particularly rail, transportation organizational 
work should be well managed and preparations fully undertaken to make it 
possible to get maximum use time out of existing transportation equipment. 
At the same time, the "18 May accident-free, on-schedule and extra-hauling 
movement™ should be vigorously accelerated and the three transportation 
methods of concentrated, joint and containerized transportation completely 
carried out so that the rapidly expanding use of transportation associated 
with preparations for next year's production in all sectors of the people's 
economy is fully taken care of. 


Another task which figures importantly in preparations for next year's 
production is to spur on production-oriented construction currently in 
progress, so as to advance as much as possible the date when such facilities 
are put into operation. Functionaries and workers of the construction sector 
should focus labor and materials on key construction targets, particularly 
those which must be in operation next year, striving to contribute to next 
year's production by spurring on such work using annihilation-type methods. 


In the rural economic sector, preparations for next year's sowing should 
be firmly taken care of, including stepping up threshing, preparing seed 
beds and securing good seed stock in advance. 


In production preparations, one problem which comes up and must be treated 
with great concern is preparation for winter production. 


In all sectors the condition of insulation on open-air production equipment 
and pipes, and the heating equipment of production sites, should be rein- 
spected and corrective measures taken immediately. In those sectors which 
are greatly affected by winter, such as the extractive and metallurgical 
industries and construction and marine transport, exhaustive winter pro- 
cedures should be established so that production can be normalized without 
disruption even during spells of cold weather. 
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In doing a good job in preparing for the following year's production, it is 
important that guidance functionaries of all sectors of the people's economy 
have the correct viewpoint and a high degree of responsibility, and map out 
this work without leaving a single gap. 


The success of all work in preparing for the following year's production 
depends greatly on the extent to which those functionaries who are directly 
responsible for such work, and who are the leading encouragers of the 
revolution, push forward production preparation responsibly and in the 
manner of being the master. If guidance functionaries do not devote thenm- 
selves to the production phase and fail to focus the necessary attention 
on preparations for next year's production, results from such work cannot 
be expected. 


The more enormous and complex their tasks become, the more firmly they must 
take hold of them and minutely organize all work, and bravely weather all 
obstacles with the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance. 


Specifically, guidance functionaries of factories and enterprises must 
determine the status of each and every preparation for the following year's 
production and look them over again, and then mobilize their own resources 
to take care of any problems. 


To gloriously finish up with this year's plan within a short period of time, 
and simultaneously push ahead with winter production preparations and 
preparations for next year's production, require a further increase in the 
responsibility and role of functionaries of government organs. 


Local government organs at all levels, based on the position of being the

DIRECTOR AT MINISTRY OF METAL INDUSTRY DISCUSSES STEEL INDUSTRY'S FUTURE 
Pyongyang KOREA TODAY in English Jan 80 pp 31-35 


[Interview with Kim Ho-tal, director of the Department of the Ministry of 
Metal Industry by a reporter from KOREA TODAY] 


[Excerpts] Ferrous metallurgical industry, steel industry in particular, 
is one of the branches which are developing most rapidly in our country. 


As the great leader said, the steel industry is a major index showing the 
level of industrialization of a country and its economic power. 


Without developing the ferrous metallurgical industry, a key heavy indus- 
try, it is impossible to develop the engineering industry, capital con- 
struction and all other branches of the national economy and make the 
people live better. 


Our country's annual steel output is over 33 times that in the prelibera- 
tion days. Our country has long reached the level of the advanced indus- 
trial countries in per-capita steel output. We created a blister steel 
industry with our own equipment and techniques and established Chuche iron 
production bases using domestic raw materials and fuel. 


We set up new shops at the April 13 Iron Works and the Hwanghae Iron and 
Steel Complex, steadily improved the operation of revolving furnaces and 
sharply increased iron production, relying on domestic resources. 


We use more domestic coal in making coking coal and splendidly carried out 
the industrialization of production of reduced ball ore. 


As a result, we are now in a position to steadily develop the steel indus- 
try with inexhaustible domestic iron ore and fuel. 


Our ferrous metallurgical industry was very backward and produced only 
semi-finished goods in the past. But it has now become a powerful indus- 
try provided with all production processes from pig iron production to 
production of steel, rolled steel and second-stage processed goods. 
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Production of rolled steel and second-stage processed goods has made 
notable progress. We are now producing various second-stage processed 
goods from round steel to large-sized section steel, from thin plate to 
thick plate, various kinds of rolled steel, and from fine iron wire to 
wire rope. 


Thus we are meeting the demands of the engineering industry, capital con- 
struction and other branches of the national economy for various metals 
not only in quantity but also in variety and size and exporting much of 
them. 


We also increased the variety of steel and improved its quality. This is 
also a great achievement. We rapidly developed production of alloy steel 
with domestic alloy element and are fully meeting the demand for special 
steel and alloy steel. 


During the Six-Year Plan period we reconstructed and enlarged the Musan 
Mine, our largest iron-ore producer, on a big scale, newly developed many 
mines and actively expanded iron ore mines in the western region. Thus we 
had powerful raw-material bases of the rapidly developing ferrous metallur- 
gical industry. 


Through their heroic struggle our constructors of metallurgical bases 
erected a 1,500-cubic metre blast furnace, a 3-million-ton capacity con- 
tinuous sintering furnace and other large metallurgical equipment in less 
than two years, dynamically promoted the building of a modern hot-rolling 
workshop with a million-ton capacity, and thus converted the Kim Chaek 
Iron and Steel Works into a comprehensive metallurgical giant. We rein- 
forced the Hwanghae Iron and Steel Complex, the Kangson Steel Complex, 
the Songjin Iron Works and all other ferrous metallurgical industry bases 
and conducted a number of projects to make iron and steel with domestic 
fuel. 


As a result, the production capacity of all metallurgical mills increased 
markedly. For example, now the Kangson Steel Complex produces only in 
six days as much steel as it did in 1948 and in three days rolled steel 
and its output increased 738 times. The Kim Chaek Iron and Steel Works 
is now carrying on the project to increase its annual steel output. 


The improvement of technical equipment and the semi-automation and automation 
of production processes at iron and steel works are an important achievement 
made in the building of an independent ferrous metallurgical industry. 


The Hwanghae Iron and Steel Complex introduced industrial TV at the steel 
shop and established a production-command system by transceivers in a 
brief time, and realized automation and remote control at the screening 
yard, the reduced ball ore shop, the sintering shop and the blast furnace 
shop. 
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Following this example of automation, the Kim Chaek Iron and Steel Works, 
the Kangson Steel Complex and all other iron and steel works introduced 
automation and remote control in many processes from the preliminary 
treatment of raw materials to steel production. 


This can be said a new turn in freeing the workers from heat-affected 
and harmful labour in the metallurgical industry. 


in order to increase the economic power of the country we will continue 
to develop rapidly the ferrous metallurgical industry as required by 
Chuche-orientation, modernization and application of science in the 
national economy. 


We will continue to direct great efforts to the development of the fer- 
rous metallurgical industry during the current Second Seven-Year Plan to 
raise the output of pig and granulated iron and blister steel to 6.4-7 
million tons, steel to 7.4-8 million tons and rolled steel to 5.6-6 
million tons in 1984. 


To this end we will step up the expansion project of the Musan Mine to 
make it a modern magnetic iron ore mine with a 10-million-ton capacity 
and open up many new iron ore mines. 


We will improve and reinforce the equipment of the operating iron and 
steel works to make a full use of their production capacity and enlarge 
ferrous metallurgical works in a big way. 


We will build a big blast furnace and an oxygen converter and speed up 
the construction of the cold-rolling shop at the Kim Chaek Iron and 
Steel Works, and erect modern iron, steel and rolled steel shops at the 
Hwanghae Iron and Steel Complex. 


We will reinforce raw material bases and increase the rolling equipment 
at the Kangson Steel Complex and the Songjin Steel Works so as to multiply 
the production capacity of steel and rolled steel considerably. 


We will build many modern oxygen converters which cost us less in building 
and are highly productive and markedly increase the proportion of oxygen 
converter steel. We will raise the proportion of steel plate in rolled 
steel production to 53 percent, make steel of many more kinds and rolled 
steel of many more sizes and rapidly increase the production of various 
kinds of special steel. 


We will also increase second-stage metal processing bases and in 1984 we 
will boost the output of steel pipe 2.6 times, and wire rope 4.1 times and 
rapidly multiply the production of galvanized iron plate, tinned plate, 
bent section steel and other second-stage processed goods. 














We will also use more domestic coal in making coking coal reduce ‘he 
consumption of coking coal per ton of pig iron, build more blist: ez] 
furnaces and increase b.ister steel output four times, and thus fur ther 
strengthen the independence of the ferrous metallurgical industry. 


Our iron and steel works will widely introduce achievements of modern 
science and technology in all production processes from ore-dressing to 


iron and steel making, rolling and production of second-stage processed 
metal goods. 


Under the brilliant guidance of the great leader we will surely reach the 
high production goal of ferrous metallurgical industry ahead of schedule.

GENERAL ECONOMY OF IWON COUNTY HAS IMPROVED

[Text] Pyongyang, 24 Jan (KCNA)--Iwon County, South Hamgyong Province, on 
the eastern coast of the country is a place where life is happiness itself. 


Before liberation it was a negligible place where people subsisted on farm- 
ing and fishing. Now there one finds modern city and workers settlement and 
villages with advanced central and local industries, fisheries and agricul- 
ture. 


Modern mines hzve been constructed. The alabaster and silica turned out 
there find their way to foreign narkets. 


The machine-building industry in the county greatly helps develop the na- 
tion's railway transportation. 


Above 20 local industrial factories built in the county utilize abundant 
farm produce, forestry resources, aquatic resources and by-products of the 
central industry. Their products including pickled pine mushrooms are popu- 
lar on the world market. 


Its coastline extending tens of kilometres, the county is blessed with more 
than 100 kinds of plentiful aquatic resources. Long quays accommodating 
several big ships at a time have taken shape at the place where a few wooden 
boats were tossed on waves in bygone days.

[Text] Pyongyang, 25 Jan (XCNA)--The XINHUA News Agency of China on January 
22 reported a travelogue by its reporter on his inspection of the Musan- 
Chongjin headings pipeline under the title "Fluid Ore Gushes out From the 
Pipeline Stretching Like a Dragon." It said: 


On one side of the railway from Chongjin to Musan, a steel pipeline with 
an inside diametre of 275 mm is etretching like a long dragon. It extends 
98 kilometres, going under the ground in some places and coming out to the 
surface in other places, crossing high hills and rivers. This is the well- 
known Musan-Chongjin headings pipeline laid in 1975 by Korea with her own 
strength and technique. 


It is one of the rich fruits of the efforts made by the Korean people to 
bring about an innovation in transport, acting upon the instructions of 
President Kim Il-song on widely introducing cables, conveyors and pipes in 
transportation. 


The Musan mine, Korea's leading iron ore mine, turns out millions of tons 
of powdered magnetite every year and sends them to the Kim Chaek iron and 
steel works in Chongjin to produce steel. Part of them is exported to 
foreign countries. 


The travelogue pointed out that through the pipeline over 800,000 tons of 
powdered magnetite were transported in 1978 and the amount nearly doubled 


last year. 


Noting that such a big project for modernization was completed in a little 
over one year in Korea, it said that the laying of the Musan-Cjongjin 
headings pipeline afforded precious experience for the future development 
of transport through pipeline in Korea.
